Joe Papp's product- 
ion will also play week-end performances 
at colleges and community centers within 
one hour travel time of NYC, Previews 
for sponsors will be held starting Jan 9 
at Hecksher Theatre, l03rd & 5th Av. The 
new problem concerns the group's pro- 
posed new Central Park amphitheatre 
which is to be constructed by this sum- 
mer. NYC Board of Estimate had orig- 
inally approved a $225,000 budget, but 
the recently opened bids reveal the low- 
est estimate at $370, 820. Another meet- 
ing of the Board of Estimate will be re - 
quired to furnish any additional money,

Ballet Ballads- East 74 St- 1/3. 4 pro- Times, News, 
World Telegram & Sun, Journal American, - and 2 con- 
Herald Tribune, Post- filed on revival of 1948 trio of 
dance and song stories by John Latouche and Jerome Mor- 
oss, presented by Ethel Madsen Watt, directed by Mavis 
Ray, John Butler, Glen Tetley withVeronika Mlakar, Car- 
men de Lavallade, Jack Mette. Affirmative voters gen- 
erally enjoyed the "Willie the Weeper" and "The Eccent- 
ricities of Davy Crockett" numbers better than "Riding 
Hood Revisited" and all raved for dancer Carmen de La- 
vallade , Negative voters complimented production, but 
feared it wasn't much fun, Taubman, Times, enjoyed 
all but "Riding Hood",the rest has lively, delightful, at- 
mospheric moments, with the final score gratifying. Chap- 
man, News, recommended out-of-the ordinary combination 
of song, story and dance admirably presented, Aston, WTS, 
cheered for the scrumptious revival, worth whatever fuss 
it may have cost, a sprightly crew presenting a lively even- 
ing. McClain, Journal American, rated it small and spec- 
ial, a lot of it just brilliant with a quality of its own and per- 
formed by a young and exceptionally gifted company, He 
marked "Willie the Weeper™ number as alone worth the 
visit, Dissenter Watts, Post, especially approved of de 
Lavallade in her two brief, exciting appearances, but had 
to report that most of the exhilarating freshness of the 
original seems to have been sacrificed , with a kind of 
stately gravity substituted for its former gaiety. Kerr, 
Herald Tribune, agreed it is staffed attractively and beau- 
tifully framed, but production keeps promising first one 
thing and then another without being free to fulfill the 
promise wholly either way.

their fault, It is the fault of the Off Broadway theatre producers 


who have failed in several attempts to organize their talents, 
efforts and money in an over-all advertising and public relat- 


ions campaign. To put it bluntly--the time never will be riper.

8/14/28. Unanimous pros, mostly raves, filed on new 
comedy by Ben Hecht and Charles MacArthur, presented 
by Jed Harris, directed by George S. Kaufman with Lee 
Tracy as "Hildy Johnson", Osgood Perkins as "Walter 
Burns", Allen Jenkins, Eduardo Ciannelli, Dorothy Stick- 
ney, Frances Fuller, Famed newspaper comedy was the 
first play of the season and marked the first "official "' 
staging credit for Kaufman, A little theatre favorite , 
the programs usually come in the form of mock "extras", 
It was presented last week by NYC's Equity Library Thea- 
tre. Its sole Broadway revival was in Sept 1946 when it was 
presented by Hunt Stromberg, Jr and Thomas Spengler with 
co-author Charles MacArthur directing, Cast included Lew 
Parker and Arnold Moss in the two leading roles, and also 
Ray Walston, Olive Deering, Pat Harrington. Two films 
were made from the story, one with Adolph Menjou and Pat

Times- J Brooks Atkinson- breathless melodrama 
superimposed upon a good newspaper play packs the even- 
ing with loud, rapid, coarse and unfailing entertainment, 
Racy story told with all the tang of front-page journalism

HeraldTribune- Percy Hammond- swift, humorous, 
rowdy satire. Some first nighters troubled by prevalence 
of bad language in dialogue, but authors forced to do so in 
interest of truth.
